Seated at the table with Bond at the head, three more hungry 
men never were seen. Four brant were consumed, not counting 
fixings, etc. I was charged on the occaalon of being the abode 
of a reptile commonly known as tape worm; George and Alec 
each tenants of two.

During the morning we bad good fun killing coot&tliat passed 
near our stools which tended to oaas the time between the visits 
of the brant. Towards noon the easterly wind hod driven so 
much water Into the bay our boats were lifted so blgh on the 
sedge we could not bide and we abandoned the “bunches,” and 
rowed to a floating cabin a mile distant to eat dinner and await 
the falling of the tide. 

In the afternoon we again took our positions nnd had great 
sport killing more brant, a number of black ducks and two Can¬ 
ada geese, when the wind shifted to the East and the rain began 
to fall. It was a tough pull to the beach with the wind and tide 
directly against ns. Crossing the main channel the sea ran bo 
high we found great difficulty in keeping our boxes head to it; 
and added to my labors,, already sufficient, one of the standards 
of my oar-locks broke from over-stralnlug, and I was carried 
down the bay before I could mend It, consequently I was the last 
to arrive at the landing, worn out and completely blown. 

The etorm that night increased to a furious gale, and was the 
same In which the Huron was lost, so It can be readily seen why 
we did not shoot again daring the trip. In fact we could not get 
to the main land, as no boat could have lived on the bay. We 
spent the next two days amusing ourselves 
at the Life Saving Station at this point, 
and with billiards, euchre and patrollng 
the beach with the station crew, 
passed the time pleasantly. 

The brant, killed on Tuckerton and Bar¬ 
negat bays Is tbe anas bemicla, and is sel¬ 
dom, if ever, found away from the sea 
coast, differing entirely from the white- 
fronted goose and arctic goose, so often 
termed brant, and the latter white brant

Chief of Police Walsh Explains 
the Situation. —East St. Louie, Ill., Jan. 
3, 1878 .—Editor Chicago Field :—I noticed 1 
a com municatton in your valuable paper 
from your Belleville correspondent eulo¬ 
gizing me for enforcing our State game 
law In this section of the State. 

Ib regard to the communication referred 
to, I consider that 1 have done no more 
than my duty aa an officer, whose duty 
it is to see the dignity of the State and Its 
laws preserved. 1 would here Btate that 
East St. Louis with its 13,000 Inhab- 
— Hants is peculiarly situnted, being dl- 

^ rectly opposite the great city of St. Louis, 

' ;Mo.; that we arc probably more annoyed 
by hunters than any other city or locality 
; ;; in the State, and especially on the Sab- 

bath day they pass through this city In 
I. squads of from two Is* a dozen, and by 9 

o’clock in the morning the surrounding 
country is Bwarmlng with them, and In 
the evening many return home Intoxi- 
" CS s ’ J catcd, having gone out more for a spree 

than for sport; and these same parties ae- 
tually make day and night hideous. 

This samo class of eportx will shoot at 
anything and everything that comes be- 
fore them, from a wren up to a turkey 
buzzard—a woodcock, quail or a duck ou 
its nest; and frequently young pigs and 
. barnyard pheasants (so say our farmers) 

are killed. The true sportsman Ignores 
any sucb practice, but he and the pot 
hunter are confounded together; hence 
the arrests, also fines imposed upon all 
^ alike. 

I would here remark that some years ago this locality was noted 
for Its abundance of game, such as deer, turkeys, quails, wood¬ 
cocks, ducks and all kinds of water fowl In particular; but, alas, 
they are fast disappearing by the uticrring aim of the poUshot, and 
if they are not killed they are at least scared away; therefore I 
consider the game law very applicable to this locality. We have 
a shooting club of fifteen gentlemen in this city, and we are now 
beginning to realize the healthful effect of the game law. Since 
Its enactment we have been able to go out and "try our luck” 
and come home rewarded with success. 

In regard to having arrested and causing some gentlemen of 
St. Louis, Mo., to be fined for violating our gume law, all that I 
have to say In the matter Is, that as an officer I cannot discrimi¬ 
nate.

The French method of nailing Is recommended a* being better calcu¬ 
lated to coufiue the shoe to the foot, and to prevent accident* which 
are likely to occur from the nails being driven too near to the sensitive 
structure*, etc. The French, instead of driving the nail* high up into 
the outside cruet, take greater hold by passing the nail through u uor 
Hon of the eole and bringing it out lower down on the wall, viz.: nearer 
to the shoe. In order to explain this matter, it Is uecessary to describe 
how the sole and crust at this portion of the equine foot is disponed 
The outside portion of Lhe wall, or ibut part which i* displayed to our 
eight. Is secreted from the coronal band, the prominence eeen imined! 
alely betweeu horn aud hoof, which ia the hardest of the hoof conetiiu- 
euts, aud the inward layer of horn, is produced from sensitive lamla t* 
aud is of u softer nature tbau the horn of the wall. The two layers ore 
joined together by very strong union, and wheu they become disunited 
iiiseast-s, such os seedy toe, saodcrack. etc., supervene. The Arabians 
take advantage of (his disposition of the two layers of horn, by allowing 
them to descend for the space of half un inch below the eole and 
through this exposed portion of the hoof-born they drive the uui'la ob¬ 
liquely from the iuside; by this means the parts are entirely removed 
from close couluct with lhe sensitive structures, und the evils couse- 
quenl upon uall-blnditig, etc., are altogether unable to occur. Of 
course, this mode of shoeing would uot auswer iu this country-the 
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features ol the sport there. Since that time there has been little delay 
iu adjudicating auy questions which have awakened controversy, and 
only two aupoule were taken from the decision of the judges. But the 
prospects for a belter era iu trotting affair* are also brightening. The 
convention, which meets iu New York lu February, will be solicited to 
gram a rucitlc coast board with the same powers as the "full board” 
now possess, aud give the chairman the authority to temporarily re in- 
state peudiug the meeting of Lhe board. Failing iu tbi* there will be a 
separate organization effected, and either will remove the difficulties 
which now are so troublesome.

In 1824 Goodwin published his second edltiou “On 8boeing Horses.” 
Iu this treatise Columno’s aud Uracy Clark’s systems of shoeing are 
analysed, and the errors applicable to each are pointed out lu u scien¬ 
tific and practical manner. Goodwin considered the French shoe and 
the trench mode of nailing superior to the English, and ibe shoe in¬ 
troduced by him was only a modification of It. The French shoe pre¬ 
sents a convex surface to the ground, and concave one towards the 
sole of the foot, such shape oishoe necessitate* exteosive seatlng-out 
and plenty of cover. The iron forming this shoe Is or the same thlck- 
uess throughout, but from the auterior lo abont an inch within the pos¬ 
terior part of the shoe describe* a alight quarter-circle, i. turned up 
at the toe, and preserves this curve to the quarters ou each side and 


From the description or the Asiatic mode of nailing. It will be at ouce 
evldcuL that the French farrier takes coguisance of the iuuer and outer 
layers of the hoof horn, and iu placing a shoe upon the horse s fool 
transfixes with the nail* both layers, and also u portion of the sole- Lite 
nails are brought obliquely outward on the crest, and the clenches take 
up a position nearer to the shoe; by this plan the possibility of injury 
occurring from nailing is lu great measure prevented. Amongst other 
advantages to be derived from the modified Freucb shoe, it is asserted 
that it obtalus a more secure retention to the hoof, aud is uot ao likely 
to be sucked off iu moist clay laud as other kinds of shoes. To test the 
accuracy of the ass«rtiou,Goodwiu Instituted certain experiment* at the 

.* surgeon residing ai Northampton. Two 

*ame horse were shod, one with a Goodwin« 
modified, and the other with u common shoe; the shoes were of the 
same weight aud size. A pair of steelyards were fixed over the centre 
of a clay box, aud the hoofs were Imbedded lu the clay to an equal 
depth, to just above the hoofs, when 80 pounds weight in 80 second* 
wub required to withdraw the modified shoe, whilst the other was uul 
raised Trom the clay bed with less weight than 40 pouuds, and not until 
afier ibe expiration of 00 seconds. Other experiments of a similar 
nature were tiled, and they ull resulted lu proving that Goodwiu «shoe 
remaiued firmly on the horse’s foot when exposed lo the effects of 
suctiou. Goodwin answers those people who assert that a shoe pre¬ 
senting a fiat surface to the ground affords a larger superficies, aud con¬ 
sequently more poiiil* of contact thau the concave shoe, by stating that 
pavements rarely are level, and that eveu if ihey were a shoe would 
from daily uce soon deviate from its origlual form, and be worn away 
principally at the too. and that, therefore, no shoe with a fiat ground 
surface could preserve its external contour the same as Wheu It was 
first implanted on the horse’s hoof.

Capt. Bogardus’ Last an Greatest Feat.

„ _ „ New York. Jan. 5. 1878. 

Editor C'hicaqo Field:— Captain Adam H. Bogardus has 
proven his claim of being tbe champion wing shot of the 
world. At Gilmore'sGardeu, New York, ou Jan. 3. he accomplished 
his undertaking of breaking 5,000 glass balls in 500 minutes, a test 
of skill and endurance unparalleled. The shooting commenced at 
forty minutes poet two o'clock, p. m.. and at thirty-one minutes past 
teu o'clock p. m., his task waa successfully completed. The shooting 
was from two of his patent traps, at eighteen yards rise, and the excel¬ 
lent arrangements introduced added largely to the success of the maten 
Between the loading and firing there was scarcely any intermission 
except when an exchange of barrels was deemed advisable, and thou’ 
the space consumed rarely exceeded more than half a minute 

At the breaking of tbe 2,000th glass globe be rested for 47 minutes 
and 15 seconds for refreshments, aud recommenced shootiug at 5h. 
40m. 15s. lie rested again at the end of the 3,000 score, at 6h 54m. 15s. 
for 20minutes and 15 seci nde», and resumed at 7h 14m. 13s., most of 
the lime being taken up In adjusting tbe stock of hie shotgun aud In 
oiling the barrels, which were of Scott's manufacture, tbe weapon 
weighing teu pounds, the cartridges used being charged with 3U 
drachms of powder and lfc ounces of No. 8 shot. 

At the second recess it was found necessary to rehabilitate tho wooden 
partition which prevented discharges doing damages to the Fourth av¬ 
enue side of the building by intercepting the shot. It was draped with 
white sheeting to throw the dark brown balls, as they were spun into 
the air from the trap, into bold relief. Immediately to the rear of the 
marksmau a large calcium light, was situated, which threw Its brilliant 
rays in the direction of tbe sheeting, marking the course of the flying 
balls. J 6 

Captain Bognrdus showed painful traces of his laborious task as the 
blackboard recorded the score by tbe thousand. His right arm was 
swollen and pained him very much Hie assistants bathed and rubbed 
the iujured member with arnica and brandy, aud he again resumed bis 
work with great spirit, while bis indomitable will was traceable In 
every line or his strongly marked features. After he had broken 4 000 
balls, he took auotber recess, aud expressed himself as feeling very

A Rkvolviro Trap.- Leavenworth, Kan., Dec. 27, 1877 .—Editor Chi- 
engo Field:— 1 should bo obliged to you for your onlalous upon the fol¬ 
lowing. 1 have Invented a revolving glass ball trap-a trap which 
throws the bulla into all directions—thereby more naturally imitating 
the flight of birds. The trap can alao be set no at. to throw the ball lu 
any certain direction desired, and also either high up or slautlug. 

As the Beaaou of trap-shooting is now over, I hesitate in manufactur¬ 
ing, but shall do so next Spring if the idea meets with the approbation 
of shootists. This trap is baaea on different principles Ibau anyone 
now in use to my knowledge. My invention itt quite a piece of machin¬ 
ery, and the cost, of same would uaturaily be more than the traps now 
in use. The Bogardua, Pnrdy, Ac,, traps do very well, but it seems to 
me, it is not very good practice for practical shooting iu the Held by 
shooting at balls consecutively flying in one certaiu direction. Even 
when two or more traps are used at the time, the shootlst will know 
where the ball will be thrown when the trap is sprung. One of my 
traps would be sufficient for all purposes, when In a revolving state, uo 
two balls would be apt to fly alike in succession. When required the 
trap cuu be so regulated without waste of time or annoyance, as to 
throw the balls consecutively in one direction.

Wild Coats of the Western Himalayas. 

Notwithstanding the numerous trophies procured by sportsmen, 
aud a pretty close acquaintance with the outward appearances of 
the animals, much has yet to be ascertained in connection with 
the characters, habits, and distribution of the wild goats which 
frequent the mountain regions on the northwestern and western 
borders of our Indian empire. Their haunts being for the most 
part among the towering crags and dangerous declevitiea, where 
few but the resolute hunter essay to tread, it Is chiefly to a recital 
of the venturesome wanderings of the cragsman that the natur¬ 
alist must look for most of his information on such points. 

It is true that many who hunt these animals do so without any 
object beyond the love of the pursuit and its inexpressible charm, 
which none but those who have experienced it can rightly appre¬ 
ciate; at the same time, setting aside these personal considera¬ 
tions, there are many experiences combined with the chase which, 
if properly utilized, furnish valuable data in connection with the 
natural history of many wild animals—for example, the nature 
of their favorite haunts, the habits of each animal, its nutural 
enemies, its food, the changes of coat in the alpine species, vari¬ 
eties of the same animal in different districts in relation to size, 
color of the fur and horn, the limits of distribution, and many 
other points which often force themselves on the attention of an 
Intelligent hunter. The authenticated records of such experien¬ 
ces in relation to the animals under consideration would be ex¬ 
tremely valuable; indeed, they could scarcely be otherwise in 
connection witli wild denizens of all countries not hitherto ex¬ 
plored by scientific naturalists. 

These few prefatory remarks are thrown out with the view of 
attracting the attention of Himalayan sportsmen in particular 
towards what may still he termed desiderata in the natural his¬ 
tory of the wild animals of that region. 

1. The Markhor, oh Great Horned Goat. —This noble goat, 
the largest representative of its genus, appears to bBve been first 
noticed by the late Dr. Falconer in 1838# and was subsequently 
described by Captain Hutton t. 

The derivation of its name markhor or markhur would appear 
to he of Afghan origin, and signifies “snake-eater." There doea 
not seem the slightest reason, however, to suppose that the ani¬ 
mal in any way merits the appclatlon. The horns have a twisted 
serpentine configuration, which to the fruitful imagination of the 
Oriental may have furnished a superstitious idea as to the nature 
of the animal's .food. On one occasion, when hunting this goat 
on the southern or Plr Piujal ranges of Cashmere, the writer was 
told by a native shikaree that the petrified snake-like shells of the 
fossil ammonifies, frequently observed among the debris of the 
rocks, had been converted Into stone in the stomach of the mark¬ 
hor! When the first horns were examined by the late Mr. Blyth 
and Dr. J. E- Gray,' they were of opinion, from the variability In 
size and curvature of specimens,'/'that the markhor waa only a 
variety of the domestic goat which had gone wild. This idea, 
however, has been long abandoned. It Is known by various other 
names in different districts. Being addicted to the habit of feed¬ 
ing in the morning and afternoon on the grassy patches by the 
sides of streams, It gets the name of Tsuhra (water goat) In the 
Kafiristan mountains, and Rawacheh (big horu). Again, In East¬ 
ern Turkestan, on the banks of the Oxus, it is seemingly known 
as the Has J, and on the Central ranges as the Kush. 

The geographical distribution of this magnificent goat has not 
been clearly defined. It is partial to Inaccessible rocks, where 
the herd spends the day, descending to the verdant patches at 
daybreak and towards the afternoon. * - _ 

The limits of Its dispersal, as far as yet known, would seem to

t i shall be very grateful if any traveler In the district here Indicated 
will confirm, or otherwise, the namap and localities here given, some of 
which are not well substantiated. Native hunters are apt to coin names 
for animals; so it is requisite, therefore, to have tbelr appellations con¬ 
firmed by other evidence in the district frequented by the game. 
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be embraced between the 30th and 43d parallels of latitude and 
tho 55th and 00th degrees of longitude; In other words, it has 
been reputed to frequent the northern ranges of Persia, Afghan¬ 
istan, and the mountains of Turkestan. It has been often killed 
on the Stillman mountains of the Punjaub, us far south as Mlt- 
tenkote on the Indus. On the northwestern frontier of India it 
extends Its range front the Blinbur Pass, across to the Plr Pinja) 
ranges of Cashmere, ahd away eastward to Thibet The Huzara 
country along the banks of the Indus to iskardo is a favorite 
locality; but the ahlninl is partial to districts, and on native 
authority the writer was assured that the Ibex and markhor are 
never found on the same feeding grounds. Tills he believes 
is at all events trne as far as the Cashmere moun¬ 
tains arc concerned, inasmuch as the ibex is plentiful 
on the higher peaks of the northern and eastern harrier ranges of 
the valley, where he failed to establish the presence of the mark¬ 
hor; whereas the latter, to the total exclualon of the ibex, ap¬ 
peared to affeet the western mountains. The probability is that 
the two do not agree. The Thar, another species to be referred 
to presently, Beeius to get on with the markhor, as I have seen 
them herding together. Indeed, the precise mountain ranges fre¬ 
quented by the ibex and markhor are importantdcslderata, which 
sportsmen might easily supply. Instead of a long story of how a 
herd is circumvented, and wearisome details of the state of the 
weather, or how he got to this encampment or that, If the narra¬ 
tor would tell us such facte as just indicated, there can be uo doubt 
of the welcome they would bring to persons to whom sporting is 
looked on not only us a manly pastime, but capable of being also 
turned toward mental instruction, ami consequent Improvement 
of our knowledge of natural objects. 

It Is believed that the horu of the markhor Is subject to varia¬ 
tions according to localities, not only as regards dimensions, but 
in the extremely graceful spiral curve. At all events, in these 
respects there seems to be much variation. In some districts, to 
wit, the ranges around the valley of Peshawur northwards, the 
horns of the markhor are more twisted (corkscrew-1 Ike) than the 
generality of specimens from the left bank of the Indus, about 
Dardu. The length of the horn varies, too, apparently, irrespec¬ 
tive of age, the finest heads having been reported from the latter 
couutry, where the auimul is plentiful. The largest horn meas¬ 
ured by the writer was 3ft. ~4in. in length, aud 11 Jin. in its max¬ 
imum circumference. Again, in certaiu individual instances the 
horti6 rise almost perpendicularly, in others obliquely, and the de¬ 
gree of twisting varies immensely in what would appear to be lo¬ 
cal varieties. This, however, requires confirmation, and can only 
be determined by an examiuatiou of many specimens of fully 
adult horns from the same district. 

Besides the usual changes of the coloring and consistency of 
the fur owing to season, it lias been stated that piebald varieties 
are met with. This requires confirmation, bearing in mind, wheu 
the Winter eoat with its lighter-colored under wool, or peshmena, 
are developed, that the fur is much paler than at mid-Summer; 
and the same obtains with the ibex and other goats. The rotting 
time Is in September and October, whilst the young (usually one) 
Is horn about May. The breeding season, however, is not well 
known, nor the exact continuance of gestation. Do the females 
continue with the herd during the latter period! 

The full-grown and patriarchal male markhor, in point of out¬ 
ward aspect, far eelipses any of its genus. Standing often twelve 
hands at the withers, with the spiral, massive horns rising first 
perpendicularly, then diverging gracefully backwards; the long 
Mowing black beard, sometimes dashed with grey, stretching from 
the chin down the dewlap to the brisket, and falliug iu long 
tresses on tire knees; his sturdy frame aud thick-set fur all over, 
give an air of imposing dignity to the animal, unsurpassed by its 
rival the ibex. Therefore, os regards graphic effect, one has only 
to behold the leader as be stalks forth on the beetling crag to re¬ 
connoitre, and when his handsome proportions are thrown well 
into relief, to come to conclusion that, in point of mien, the 
markhor has few rivals. 

It has been stated that the male markhor has not the disagree¬ 
able odor of the domestic goat. This ia seemingly uot altogether 
correct, as the writer is aware, from individuals killed even at 
mid-Summer; whilst no doubt the condition is pronounced during 
the rutting season, when doubtless single combats between the 
leaders of herds are of frequent occurrence, as shown by the bat¬ 
tered appearance of the horns. 

2. The wild goat ( Capra mjagras). Although not apparently 
a native of the ranges referred to In connection with the markhor;. 
this goat Is said to frequent the mountains on the western fron¬ 
tier of Scinde, seeing that it Is plentiful in Persia. Though the 
ibex-like horn at once distinguishes it from the markhor, the two 
are likely to be confounded. It would be interesting, as far as 
the distributions of these species are concerned, If, the limits of 
their haunts as regards the western frontier of India could be 
clearly defined. From all accounts, it is not a native of the 
northern ranges. The late Mr. Blyth, who had examined a great 
many horns of the wild goats of the East, asserted that in twisted 
horns the twirl is always outwards in the wild animal, and always 
inwards in domesticated breeds. The native names of the wild 
goat are not well known, as far aB its Indian distribution is con¬ 
cerned. It comes nearest to varieties of the domesticated ani¬ 
mal, and, in common with the Nubian goat, may probably have 
been one of the Bpecles from which domesticated goats apraug. 

3. The ibex. The ibex of the Himalayas Is considered iden¬ 
tical with the animal now nearly extluct on the European Alps. 
A few unlrnportanuilstlnctions, with reference to the horn and 
growth of the beard In the Asiatic ibex, were advanced when 
fewer materials for comparative purposes existed. These charac¬ 
ters, however, have been shown to be common to both ibexes. 
No doubt this goat Is subject to much variability, and in Ladakh 
there la a small race, possibly confined to a particular district, 
whilst on the higher peaks of the northern Plnjal of Cashmere It 
attains to its maximum proportions. The hum is very variable In size 
and no doubt the long, slender and the short horn will be found 
to establish local races. 

The denizens of Kooloo, Lahoul, Zalnskar, Cashmere, Ladakh, 
and Thibet would doubtless present some local peculiarities, des¬ 
criptions of which cannot be otherwise than interesting and in¬ 
structive, even supposing all the varieties of the horn were to be 
met with in one herd or in one district. ' 

It is important to establish these differences, and the observer 
who shall do so will be adding something to the natural history 
of the animal. The lengths of horns by the chord and curve,are 
desiderata as far as the adult male Is concerned. The local names, 
as regards the region to which [ restrict my observations, are, 
with the exception of the kyl of the Cashmeres, more or less 
modifications of the word skeen. The hostility between the ibex 
and the markhor is seemingly established; the only point unan¬ 
swered is—which Is usually the victor! 

Hgrdfeare said..to be very partial to .localities. A Cashmere., 
shikaree informed the author that an old male with truncated 
boms bad been known to live for many years N qp. the leader of a 
large herd which frequented particular craggy steeps of a moun¬ 
tain gorge, where tfiey were always to be found, and at all sea¬ 
sons. 

The shawl-fleece, from which the celebrated shawls of Cash- 
mere are fabricated, is especially fine on the ibex, for the reason 


that It Inhabits the mountain tops, whilst the domesticated Cash¬ 
mere goat Is not so much exposed to low temperatures. 

4. Trk Ther (Capra Jmdalca) This short-haired goat 
Beema not to be fouud westward of the Indus, and possibly its 
limits iu that direction terminate on the Plr and Futl Plnjal 
ranges of Cashmere. It is plentiful on the northern and eastern 
Himalayas. The Cashmere native hunters call lt the Jugla aud 
Kras, whilst eastward lt 1 b known by the name above given, and 
in Nepaul as the Jharal. The gestation of tbia species has not 
been accurately determined, nor whether there are any local vari¬ 
eties In the wide range of mountainous country frequented by It. 
Like the preceding, It is partial to localities—Indeed, herds of 
all of these species live much in the same way, and conliuc 
their peregrinations to favorite crags and feeding grounds- 
hence the likelihood of any individual peculiarity—for example 
in the shape of the horn—becoming Inherited, ‘«o that we 
thereby determine the disposition to variability in the aulrnaL 
There can be no doubt that ail the members of the goat aud sheep 
genus are subject to much mutation individually, and that It is 
owing to this peculiarity that tho domesticated races adapt them¬ 
selves so well to different countries and climates. 

5. The Skhow, or Goat-horned Antelope (Capricouxis 
nunULiNA.)—The Nepalese uarne, Thar, for this strange goat- 
antelope Is apt to confuse it with the former, but otherwise there 
are very wide distinctions. It is called ramoo In Cashmere. Aii 
enumeration of the localities frequented by the serow Is a desider¬ 
atum. Its habits are pretty well known, but lt Is doubtful 
among all the skins and heads sent to Europe, If a complete 
skeleton of the species is to be found in many collections; indeed, 
the same may he said more or less of all the preceding. It might 
be inconvenient to preserve the entire skeleton, but the chief 
long bones can be easily saved, and will always be thankfully 
received at any of the large museums. The habit of sawing off 
the hinder portion of the skull to get at the brain is unnecessary, 
whore a little extra trouble lu extracting It by the natural open¬ 
ing In the hind head Is not objected to. The accurate descrip¬ 
tions of the hablt.8 and a few of the haunts of this 
aud mauy other animals, by Mr. Wilson, of Musaouree, In the 
Calcutta Sporting Retnctc nearly thirty years ago, leave little to be 
added to the particular’points referred to by him. There does 
not seem much variability in the horna or color of the fur of this 
hermit goat, which leads a very secluded life, and is apparently 
only goat-like in the shape of its horns. 

Of the other allied denizens of the western Himalayas may be 
mentioned the following sheep-goats: 

ti. The sliapoo (Caprovle vlgnei ) and the bouriar (Caprovix elyclo- 
ceros). The former frequents the district of Ladakh, and the 
latter Ib found on the Mullmau and Balt ranges of the Punjaub. 
The two differ, or rather have been separated, lu consequence of 
disparities In the configuration and direction of the horns; but 
it has yet to be shown how far these peculiarities are admissible 
as specific distinctions, and here again the experiences of the 
hunter might settle the point. The horns of the hourlar proceed 
almost in a straight line from the skull outwards, forming nearly 
a complete circle, whilst their upper surfaces are flat, so that a 
vcrticlc section of a horn gives a triangular figure, the base of 
which la of course superior. In the shapoo the horn la relatively 
more massive, and proceeds backwards without forming a circle. 
Probably this goat is usually larger than the hourler, and, from 
the elevated region inhabited by lt, the fur is thicker. Now, 
whether or not the horns of either of these goats are subject to 
variations remains to be shown. If such should be the case, and 
the shapoo is proven to not only inhabit the above region, but 
proceed southwards through Dardu to Attack, and thence to the 
Salt and Sullman ranges of the Punjaub; and should lt be like¬ 
wise shown that individuals have horns exactly like those of the 
hourler—then there can be no doubt that these are only varieties 
of one species. The exact geographical distribution of these 
sheep-goats is required, and comparative anatomists desire to 
know more of their osteologies. Now, as the Field Is 
read by sportsmen all over India, the few suggestions here given 
may perchance fulfil the double object of being the means of 
both dispensing and receiving information, bearing In mind that 
Knowledge is proud that he has|learn'd so much;

The result was that 
George was from that time withdrawn from the Sussex classes at 
the chief shows; and it has been since held that the objection 
was valid. It may be remembered that a portrait of this dog was 
published In The hidd In 1872 os a Sussex spaniel, which he 
closely resembled in appearance; and, though his pedigree was 
given in the cataiogueof the Crystal Palace show, itdid not strike 
me that his sire (the well-known Bob) was black, as was after¬ 
wards brought out. 

From tile year 1872 special classes have been given to the Sus¬ 
sex spaniel at most of our large shows, aud in nearly every case 
a dog with a golden liver coat, or a reasonable approximation to 
this, has been selected for premier honors; but still I have reason 
to believe that a good many of the prize winners have been crossed 
with extraneous strains, and that there are very few really pure 
specimens of the genuine Subscx spaniel in cxlsteuce 
In 18511, when I published In “The Dog in Health and 
Disease” the portraits of Mr, Soames’ George aud Kotup, from 
the Roschill kennels, it was so rare that mauy good sportsmen 
had never heard of its existence, and for several years I looked 
In vain through the various shows for another good specimen of 
it. At the early Birmingham shows Mr. F. Burdett's blacks were 
In fashion; and on Ills deatli Mr. Jones, of Oscott, took posses¬ 
sion of the show bench with his Bob, a son of Burdett’s dog of 
the same name. Soon after this Mr. Phineas Bullock came to 
the fore with dogs descended from the same strains, and without 
any infusion, as far as I know, of the real Sussex soaniels—at all 
events, not for some years. After a time Mr. Bowers, of Chester, 
obtained a dog (Buckingham) and two or three bitches of the 
Roschill strain; aud Mr. J. A. Salter, of Tollcshunt D'Arc.y, 
Essex, also purchased Chance and Chloe, of pure old Sussex blood. 
Dr. Williams, of Hayward’s Heath, Sussex, possesses a bitch from 
which 1 believe he has bred some good puppies. Mr. Merchant, 
of Durtford; the Rev. W. Shield, of Klrkby Lonsdale; Mr. H. B 
Spurgin, of Northampton, and Mr. A. W. Lonsdale, of Bishop’. 
Stortford, also have the breed; but beyoud this short list I am un 
able to go, though no doubt there are others with which I 
unacquainted. 

In work the Sussex spaniel is somewhat faster, and certainly 
more lasting and persevering, than the Clumber, from whom he 
also differs in possessing a peculiarly full and bell-like tongue 
though still somewhat sharp in note. He is by no means uoisy, 
except when first entered to his game, and it Is easy to distill 
guisli by his longue whether he is on “fur” or “feather.” He 
is readily taught to retrieve with a soft mouth, but there is some¬ 
times a slight tendency to sulk, and he certainly is not so easily 
kept under command as the Clumber; hut for hard work he beats 
that dog altogether, and is rarely gun-shy. As compared with 
the indefinite strains of liver colored spaniels of such symmetry 
as to be oxhlbitedat our shows, but descended from Mr. Burdett’s 
Bob and other black dogs, I have no reason to think that the real 
Sussex is in any way superior to them, either in the field or ou 
the show bench, if judged without regard to purity of blood; and 
if a class were made for "liver-colored spaniels" without desig¬ 
nating them as “Sussex," I can 6ee no reason to believe that the 
first prize would of necessity go to either of the gentlemen 
above-named. Classes for “Gordon” setters are now abandoned, 
on account of the difficulty in defining that dog: and I am by no 
means sure that it is not desirable to follow this example In ref¬ 
erence to the Sussex spaniel, as was to some exteut done at the 
last Brighton show, when a class was formed for “golden-livered 
Sussex spaniels,” But oven then a dog of the true "golden” 
color, if proved to be descended from a black strain, would be 
open to disqualification. Clearly, however, the color alouc is no 
mark of purity, as was proved In the case of Mr. Phineas Bul¬ 
lock's George above mentioned; and, Indeed, I know no breed of 
dogs in which eoloi alone can be relied on. The standard points 
of the. Sussex spaniel may be estimated as follows:

1. The skull (value 15) should he loug, and also wide, with a 
deep indentation in the middle, and a full stop, projecting well 
over the eyes; occiput full, hut not pointed; the whole giving an 
appearance of heaviness without dullness. 

2. The eyes (v. 5) are full, soft, and languishing, but not wat¬ 
ering so as to stain the coat. 

3. The nose (v. 10) should be long (31n. to 3iin.) and broad, 
the end liver-colored, with large, open nostrils. 

4. The ears (v. 5) are moderately long and lobe-shaped—that 
is to say, narrow at the junction with the head, wider in the mid¬ 
dle, and rounded below, not pointed. They should be well 
clothed with soft wavy and silky hair, but not heavily loaded 
with it. 

5. The neck (v. 5) is rather short, strong, and slightly arched, 
but not carrying the head much above the level of the back. 
There Is no throatiuess in the skin, but a well-marked frill In the 
coat. 

6. Shoulders and chest (v. 10).—The chest Is round, especially 
behind the shoulders, and moderately deep, giving a good girth. 
It narrows at the shoulders, which are consequently oblique, 
though strong, with full points, long arms, and elbows well let 
down, and these last should not be turned out or in. 

7. Back and back ribs (v. 10).—The back or loin is long, and 
should be very muscular both in width and depth. For this latter 
development the back ribs must be very deep. The whole body 
is characterised as low, long, and strong. 

8. Legs and feet (v. 10)—Owing to the width of chest, the 
fore legs of the Sussex spaniel are ofteu bowed; hut it Is a de¬ 
fect notwithstanding, though not a serious one. The arms and 
thighs must he bony as well as muscular; knees and hocks large, 
wide and strong; pasterns very short and bony; feet round, and 
toes well arched and clothed thickly with hair. The fore legs 
should be well feathered all down, and the hind ones 
also above the hocks, but sbould not have much hair below that 
point. 

9. The tail (v. 10) is generally cropped, and should be thickly 
clothed with hair, but not with long feather. The true spaniel’s 
low carrlago of the tail at work is well marked In this breed. 

10. The color (v. 10) of the Sussex is a well-marked but not 
exactly rich golden liver, on which there is often a washed-out 
look that detracts from Its richness. This color Is often met with 
in other breeds, however, and is no certain sign of purity In the 
Sussex spaniel. 

11. The coat (v. 5) Is wavy without any curl, abundant, silky, 
and soft. 

12. The symmetry (v. 5) of the Sussex spaniel Is not very 
ma rked; but he should not be devoid of this quality. 

Messrs. Lincoln & Hlllyar's Defense of Snapshot. 

Warren, Mass., Dec. 21, 1877. 

Editor Ciiicaoo Field:— We notice in your issue of the 15th 
some remarks about our pointer, Snapshot,which are as false 


oa they are malignant. We bad thought it best not to notice 
them, considering It beneath us to do so, but upon further con¬ 
sideration have concluded such a course would hut lead to further 
abuse of the dog. 7 

We well know that, you being an entire stranger to us have no 
personal feeling and neither have we any, hut we do think that, 
part of your antipathy toSuap is caused by Ids having until recently 
been owned by a rival editor. Von have a perfect right to think aud 
say that he (Snapshot) was not entitled to first prize in the cham¬ 
pion class at New York (perhaps he was not); we claim he «w«, 
and are borne out in thinking so by (lie judge of that cluse, in 
whose opinion we have more confidence than in yours, which we 
have a perfect right to do. No doubt the owners of the several 
line animals which were adjudged inferior to Snapshot, most of 
them being Western gentlemen and supporters of your paper are 
made lmppy by the attacks on a much superior dog, and tills 
perhaps stimulates you to further efforts in that direction. We 
have always thought that a bench show held by so powerful, 
honest and Influential a club as that which governed the exhibi¬ 
tion in New York last May was decisive, and wc so regard it now. 
Our dog won first in champion pointer class at New York, hon¬ 
estly aud fairly, judged us any class, because lie was a better dug 
than the others. The judge then was borne out in this decision 
by other prominent authorities, who awarded him 1st at Birming¬ 
ham, 1869; 2d, Crystal Palace, 1872; 1st champion class, Wolver¬ 
hampton, 1874—1876, and we believe some other prominent points; 
these being all we at present recollect. As to his being at Syra¬ 
cuse We knew nothing of it before seeing the article alluded to. 
But enough of tills; the part of your statement so far alluded to 
will in no way prejudice people who knew the dog. We. bought 
him for our own purposes, and shall allow him but few 
bitches (and those only of the best class); wc have, since buying 
him, been offered a large advance on the price paid, but the dog 
is not for sale, neither will lie be. 

He is the best pointer we could find according to our notion, 
and eminent judges in Europe recommended us to buy him. We 
are satisfied with him; lie stands to-day the champion dog of the 
United States, if not the world, judged in tile largest bench show 
ever held, at least in America, and this endorses our opinion. 

As to his being mangy, will say he is in elegant condition us 
to health, and, although somewhat old, appears as young as any 
dog we ever owned; not the slightest trace or indication of 
mange whatever can he found, and any one who asserts he was 
mangy at Philadelphia, asserts what is entirely false in every par¬ 
ticular. And as to the Westminster Kennel Club admitting a 
mangy dog to-thelr exhibition, will say the idea or thought is 
ridiculously absurd and foolish, aud beneath the notice of any 
one who knows the gentlemen at ‘Jifliead ofsj/uit body of gen¬ 
tlemanly sportsmen. Lincoln a Hillvaii 

[Being always willing to do justice to eaeli and every one, wc 
publish tiie above defense of Snapshot by Ids owners, Messrs. 
Lincoln A Hillyar, and regret that, want of space alone prevented 
us from doing^rf before. While doing so, however, we take oc¬ 
casion to correct the errors these gentlemen have fallen into and 
the delusions under which they are evidently laboring. 

Iu the first place we decline the rivalry they accredit us with, 
and will, moreover, inform Messrs. Lincoln A Hillyar that, in 
our criticisms of dogs, we criticise the i logit, nut the owner*. A 
dog belonging to our most pronounced eneniy would receive at 
our hands the same justice as would that of our warmest friend. 
We never strike the owner through his dog. To do otherwise 
would be to blunt our criticisms. A very inferior specimen of a 
man might own a very superior specimen ofa dog, and vice verm. 
But, supposing such a thing possible, the Tact that Snapshot hud 
chaDged owners, would have certainly removed the cause of our 
criticising him adversely, since he no longer belonged to u “rival 
editor.” Moreover, if Messrs. Lincoln A Hillyar will refer to uur 
report of the New York dog show, they will find we there stated 
that worse judging we had never seen than in awarding him the 
prize iu the champion poiuter class, as wc regarded him inferior 
to DiUey’s Ranger, Strong’s Pete, Stool’s Flake, Sherwood’s 
8ancho, and Sterling'sSleaford. We, moreover,commented severely 
on tiie Westminster Kennel Club for a violation of the National 
American Kennel Club’s rules in admitting tiie dog in the mangy 
condition he was. The dog then belonged to Mr. Lloyd Price aud 
not to a “rival editor;” nor did we for one moment anticipate 
that the “rival editor” would purchase him, uur, indeed, any one 
else. As to the class having been as fairly judged as any other 
class in the show, we will uot discuss, hut that Snapshot won be¬ 
cause he was a bettei• dog we most positively deny; anil if Messrs. 
Lincoln A Hillyar do not know it we will Inform them that the 
award to Snapshot gave almost universal dissatisfaction, and 
called forth the most unfavorable criticism of the judge. Messrs. 
Lincoln A Hillyar will note that, of the five dogs, we mentioned 
then by name, and referred to in our comments of the 15th Dec. 
two are owned in tiie East—Strong's Pete, at West Meriden! 
Conn., and Steele’s Flake, at Plennonl on the Hudson, N. y! 
And, as the gentlemen seem to labor under an impression regard¬ 
ing the circulation and position of the Chicago Field as errone¬ 
ous as that about Snapshot, we will inform them that tiie Chi¬ 
cago Field has as large a support in Hie East as any ether sports¬ 
man's paper published —none excepted. The Chicago Field Is 
published for and receives its support from the Sportsmen of 
America, North, East, South and West. 

T o suppose the decisiou at the New Yqrlc bench show to be 
decisive” is an assumption not sustained by fact. Neither are 
the previous winnings tiie dog at English bench sltows corrob¬ 
orative of the judge’s decision at the New York show, .for the 
judges In England may have erred, as the judge did at N\;w York; 
and also our pointers are equal to any that can lie brought Troni 
Eugland. Those whoso opinious are intltled to weight, who have 
visited the English shows, have found that out. 

As to the condition of the dog at the Philadelphia show, wu 
personally know not, and gave our authority for the statement. 

His condition at tiie New York show wc ito know was mangy, a 
fact which we can find auy number of competent judges to sub¬ 
stantiate, and which is not controverted by Messrs. Lincoln and 
Hlllyar’s assumption that It is “absurd and foolish,” to suppose 
that the Westminster Kennel Club would admit to their exhibi¬ 
tion a mangy dog; for these gentlemen must know now, as they 
evidently did not bef arc, that the very large majority of the mem¬ 
bers of the Westminster Kenuei Club, at the time of their show, 
were novices on subjects pertaining to the dog; aud with the ex¬ 
ception of Dr. Webl), we are satisfied there was not a member 
who knew a mangy dog when he saw it; and Dr. Webb, while 
thoroughly versed on sucli subjects and really possessing the 
“dog knowledge” of the club, had nothing jo do with the recep¬ 
tion of the dogs. We, no more than Messrs. Lincoln A Hillyar, 
Imagine the club would knowingly admit a dog so diseased, but 
ascribe it to the real cause, lack of knowledge. 

That we “have no personal feeling” in the matter, Messrs. Lin¬ 
coln A Hillyar are correct, indeed, the only correct deduction in 
their communication^ fcg wc tyul no other object thair pasting 
the breeding to a diseased dog. We are pleased to hear that th 
dog is not now afflicted with mange, and also that Messrs. Li] 
coin A Hillyar are so well satisfied with their purchase.— Ed.] 


Tile Otter Hound.

Tills hound, by an oversight, was entirely overlooked In th„ 
last edition of the “Dogs of the British Islands," although the' 
arc few brecdB of a more distinct character and type Park! # 
these hounds possess a great advantage In being able to 
sport during the Summer, and by some It Is alleged that oit 
hunting and augling nmy bo made to dovetail with each ■other 
alternate days of tiie week; hut this Is scarcely practicable i„«. 
mucli a.- tiie artificial preservation of tiie otter, which Is 
sary for finding him before the hunt, Ib antagonistic to the 
scrvntion of tiie fish on which lie wastefully feeds. The aneh. 
consequently shows him no mercy, and on "good rivers" the n ^ 
pcaraucc of an otter ts the signal for a foray against him wire 
gun, trap, and spear. In Cumberland, Devonshire, and som! 
parts of Wales, there are, however, many largo brooks and ’ 

myo rivers, where the fish run too small for good sport with thn 
rod, and yet afford the otter sufficient food. Here hunting him 
Is prosecuted with great zest, and no one can possibly object t 
such an amount of preservation as will uot supply the adjaceui 
districts with more than a casual visitor, whose appearance i- 
soon signaled to the master of the nearest pack, and a short 
shrift is given him when mice Ids “spraiut" is discovered there 
Hie otter hound is no doubt a lineal descendant of tiie south¬ 
ern hound, with ids coat roughened by a long process of 
selection and careful breeding. He evidently has not been 
crossed with any breed other tliaR hound, or he would have 
lost some one or more of the characteristics peculiar to the 
limiting dog, either in shape of body, length of ear, style of 
hunting, or tongue. In all these qualities he is a south 
eru hound to tiie letter, with the addition of a rouirh 
coat, the history of which is not known. In many cases a 
pure fox-hound has been used with success against the otter and 
a8 fnr as the mere hunting goes, he fulfils the task set him ad¬ 
mirably ; hut it has always been found that in 4 very short time 
the wet tells on him, and he either becomes rheumatic or Is at¬ 
tacked by disease of the chest in some shape. It is not the long 
hair of the true otter-hound which saves him from these penal¬ 
ties, hut the thick woolly under-coat, with which he is furnished 
for the same purpose as in the colley aud Dandle Dinmont ter¬ 
rier. He also strongly resembles the southern hound in his Btylc 
of hunting, which Is low and slow, but very sure, his nose being 
of the tenderest kind, and often owning an air bubble or “vent” 
at tiie distance of some yards. Like him, lie is apt to sit down 
on Ids haunches and throw his tongue with delight at. first touch¬ 
ing on a scent, as Is shown in the engraving, in a most character¬ 
istic manner. Packs of otter-hounds are kept at Carlisle by Mr. 
Carrick; in Northumberland, near Morpetch, by Mr. A, Fen¬ 
wick; aud at Cockermouth by a committee. Iu South Wales, 
Col. l’ryse and Mr. Moore (lave each a pack; while in England 
the lion, Geoffrey Hill hunts the otter from his kennels at 
Hawkoston, Salop, and Mr. Collier's from C'ulmstock, near Wel¬ 
lington. In the West, Mr. Cheritan and Mr. Mlldmny also pursue 
the sport. 

The points of the otter-hound are like those of the bloodhound 
given in The Field of May 12, except as to the coat, which 
should lie composed of hard and long hair, somewhat rough In 
Its lying, aud mixed with a short, wolly undorcoat. which serves 
to keep tiie body warm even wha| wetted by long Immersion. 
The color differs also, in uot tieiiffl confined to black and tan or 
tan—the former, however, being often met with,as in the case of 
Mr. Currlck’s Stanley, whose portrait accompanies this article. 
This dog Is of a grizzled black and tan color, and of a very Hue 
shape both in head and body. He is by Mr. Carrlek’s Ringwood 
out of his Glory, and took several first prizes at Glasgow, Bir¬ 
mingham, and Nottingham in 1872-3. 


Warwick Replies to Mu. Whitman.— New York, Jan, 2, 
1878.— Editor Vhicgo Field: —In your issue of Dec. 22, I noticed 
Mr. Whitman’s reply to my letter regarding his Irish setter Ran- 
ger. In iny letter I stated that Lill II., Ranger’s dam, was by 
Brennan’s Rap out of Jepbson’s Belle. Upoo referring to it 
again I find that I was wrong, Lill II. being by Cooper’s Ranger 
out of Jeplison’s Belle, the mistake having occurred In this wise: 
fn looking over some letters that I had received from Idstone, 
Jr., lie Informed me that his father had sold Shamrock, by Bren¬ 
nan’s Hup, out of Jcphson’s Belle, to the King of Italy, and I 
accidentally got Sliamrock and Lill II. mixed. In this connection 
allow me to ask what dog does Idstone refer to In his book on 
the dog, page 108,where he says, speaking of Bob: “The winner 
uj the Jlrst prize ot the Dublin show was newt to him (meaning Bob) 
but nothing equal to him in any wny, bciiuj apparently bred from a 
black and tan strain. 1 imply this from his color in which I amid 
detect black shadows, when my attention was called to this defect in 
his color by an eminent judge and breeder of these setters .” 'l may 
be mistaken,but as Idstone’s work was published in 1872, and the 
winner of the first prize at Dublin iu that year, was Cooper’s 
Ranger, it points very much to that dog as being the one referred 
to. Now in regard to your correspondent’s red Irish setter— 
Ranger. In his letter he quotes portions of a letter that he re-

believing him to be the best sire 1 could get and did not mind theblack 
strain as it had been quite crossed out in Larry." Now, Mr. Editor, 
I shall avail myself ot the same privilege and quote portions of a 
letter received some time since from Mr. Bartou, the breeder of 
Larry, the sire of the above mentioned Ranger. “I had to breed 
from the black Scotch setter, as on my return from abroad, I 
found the oniv hitch I had left, an old one, just going out of 
season, and rather than lose the breed gave her the black setter.” 
This Is. in regard to breeding, new. to me; rather than lose the 
breed (Irish) introduced an entirely different strain (Scotch). 
Mr. Jephson also states In Iris letter the black strain us having 
been quite crossed out in Larry. 8tonehenge, generally conceded 
to be one of the best living authorities on dog matters, quite dis¬ 
agrees witli Mr. Jepbson’s, and in his work on the dog, page 
172, uses the following language: “Yet it is clearer that not 
only do the sire and darn effect the progeny but also the grand- 
sires and granddama on both sides; and still further thau this 
up to the sixth and perhaps tiie seventh generation." The black 
strain in Ranger extends to the fifth generation only. Your corre¬ 
spondent also asks If I can give the pedigree of any Irish setter as far 
back and as pure as Ranger. I think lean, and with your permis¬ 
sion, will namelPlunket, as he Is best known and can be traced back 
by others than myself. In Plunket’s pedigree we trace It back 
through Hutchinson's Boh to La Touche’s Ranger, which if I 
mistuRITuot, makes the fifth generation. Hutchinson, in the 
hteld, some twelve years since, published a letter which he bad 
received from one ot the La Touche family, who states that he 
has known the breed for thirty-five years, and that Mr. RobertLa 
Tojj**got4te(rom his wife’s grandfather, Mr. Maurice O'Connoi? 
-irtSw far hack that extends your readers can judge jib well as my¬ 
self; much further back, I think, than 1842. 

We will now, If yon please, refer to Hutchinson's Judy, the 
granddam of his Bob, by La Touche’s Ranger, she straining hack 
to Dyce’s Dan,and quoting a letter nowbofore me,the writer Btates 
“that he was of the purest Btraln, which he got from La Touche 
















and he In turn from the O’Connors, which was one of the oldest 
strains In Ireland.” It may be said that possibly Plunket may 
lnivc other blood than the Irish In hlmtclus. Very true, it may be 
so, but we do not know It, and fail to And it; but in Ranger’s ease 
it is different, the black strain is there, and pointed out, and now 
Mr. Editor, I wish it distinctly understood, that It is not my wish 
nor intention to underrate Mr. Whitman’s dog, on the contrary, 
I think he Is well bred; but being a well bred Irish setter, and the 
M bred Irish setter in America, there is u vast difference, and I 
trust that Mr. Whitman will receive this letter in the same kindly 
spirit as it is written. Allow rne also to add that I am not at all 
interested In Plunket nor any of his get, the only time I saw him 
was at our late New York show, and I must say that I was not 
very favorably impressed, being too small and light in color for 
iny choice. Nor am I, as they call it, dog-fishing, as I have 
already a brace of Irish setters, one of which I received some few 
weeks since from a celebrated kennel in Ireland, and Ills breaker 
informs me that he is all that can bo desired in his field work, and 
with a remarkably fine nose. 

Hope that you will pardon ine for taking up so much of your 
space. Warwick.

A Good Word for Campbell and A Deserved Rap at 
Grabbers.— Stamford, Conn., Dec. 24, 1877.— Editor Chicago 
Field; —A small party from this place, made a short visit to the 
Muskingum Valley, Ohio, a short time since, to have a little buut 
for quails. Of course a party could not go from this place for 
such a purpose without Gillespie, with some specimens from hiB 
Sliver Strain Kennel, and Van Derwerken, with his natives which 
are well known In this vicinity. Mr. Hurd, our special artist, 
was also along, and your humble servant, who helped to form the 
quartet. 

The writer met a brace of Irish setters out there which had been 
in the hands of that veteran sportsman, G. W. Campbell, 
of Tennessee, well known at field trials, where his natives some¬ 
times come to the front. 

I had the pleasure of seeing In my dogs one of the best traiued 
brace of setters that came from Nashville during the month of 
November. They were intended for the field trials, but were 
twelve days over the age allowed in Puppy Stakes, so were finally 
trained for the Brace Stakes, but were taken sick with dlBtemper 
about a week before the trials came off, and one of them was 
quite sick for some weeks. Friend Campbell thought he would 
he able to get along without them this time, as Joe, Jr., was in 
condition, so we let these wait until another year’s trials. 

We found that most of the grangers in the vicinity of whore 
we stopped, had boards posted; in conspicuous places near the 
highway, giving notice, that “Shooting was not allowed on that 
farm." 

But there were some noble exceptions, as there are noble men 
there, as elsewhere, who not only threw opeu the gates to their 
farms, but also the doors of their honscs ami showed as generous 
a hospitality as can be found in any 6 tate in our Union. All honor 
to those men who met us, and said, “Gentlemen, you may shoot 
on any part of my farm that you please ; and I think you will find 
plenty of birds.” Such couduct was in strong contrast to that 
of the many who wore so churlish to both strangers and neigh¬ 
bors, and long shall we cherish their kindness In our memory. 

We succeeded in getting what birds we wanted, and also had 
the pleasure of seeing my dogs hunt iu charge of their trainer 
where quails were plenty, and the dogs seemed to enjoy it as 
much as their owner did, whose satisfaction was complete. 

There is oue thing that is very annoying to sportsmen who go 
so far with their dogs for a hunt, and that is something which the 
Chicago Field has labored hard to have reformed, but still needs 
reforming, and there is a great deal to be done yet by some one 
(why not by the National Council of Sportsmen*) to get one or 
two of the great thoroughfares that run from the East to the 
West to have some definite arrangement, at which dogs will be 
transported, and let sportsmen travel on those roads mCd no 
others. 

My brace of setters cost me, between Louisville and Cincinnati, 
eight dollars; from Pittsburgh to New York, four dollars, 
other sections more or less according to the greed of the baggage 
sinasherr, who knew I did not Intend to go on and |£ave my dogs 
behind me. ! *•' ^ 

Can anything be done to have this better arranged* You, Mr. 
Editor, use a sharp pen when occasion requires; but something 
else is needed—potent as the pen is—to puncture the thick hides 
of these grabbers. I think there is a willingness among sports¬ 
men to pay a fair price to have their valuable dogs taken goo/ 
care of, and to have them have a comfortable place; but to see 
them, after payjng all that is asked, thrust them In among trunks, 
and in places where there are cold draughts—especially as 
with mine, that were not over with the distemper, rubs the fur all 
the wrong way and makes the bare spots caused by coostant at¬ 
trition smart too much. Old Put. 

Harvard Kennels. —Cambridge, Mass., Jan.'3,1878.— Editor 
Chicago Field :—It is not generally known how many fine dogs 
are to be found within the precincts of Harvard College. Every 
student who is at all fond of animals is sure to keep his “purp,” 
and If one stroll through the college campus on a pleasant Spring 
day bo will be certain of seeing a slowly-sauntering, stolid bull 
dog, or a noisy little Scotch terrier barking around his master's 
heels. 

At presentthe favorite breeds are the bull-terrier and Scotch- 
terrier; next come (he setter and pointer, while Skye-terriers and 
toy dogs always hold their owu. 

Two years ago it was the fashion for every student to have his 
bull dog, and, consequently, the combats between these quarrel¬ 
some and stiff-necked fellows grew so frequent that they fell Into 
disfavor, and their little cousin, the bull-t'errler, has, in a great 
measure, taken their place.in the popular favor. 

A large number of the students’ dogs are really very fine ones, 
being descended from standard stock and costing high prices. 
They are kept for them principally by two or three men and con¬ 
stitute what are known as the Harvard Kennels. One of the 
keepers has built a very snug and costly set of kennels, and keeps 
his dogs, most of which are bull-terriers, chained in little stalls 
' ery much after the manner of the New York bench show, while 
another man, who keeps setters, allows them to run together in 
a yard. Setters are of so gentle a disposition as to allow of this 
treatment, but it is doubtful whether those dapper, doughty little 
fellows, the bull-terriers, could be prevailed upon to run amicably 
together as a flock of sheep. 

The students take great pride in their dogs and are always 
ready to show them off to their friends. As there is good hunt¬ 
ing not far from Cambridge, many of the students possess fine 
setters and pointers, whlah they ofMn take hunting with them in 
the Fall of the yean-* 

Quite a number of hunting dogs are brought here and trained 
>.v professional trainers at a high price. It is noticeable, how- 
e 'er, that not a few of the dogs are poorly trained. That Is to 
5?’ they are trained to act like machines and nothing more, 
they do not appear to take any Interest in what they do, but 
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rather obey from fear, and Beam, In being trained, to have lost 
their natural spirit and freedom. This ttmorousnesB, however, 
is often found iu hunting dogB, and cannot be too carefully 
guarded against, especially in the case of high-bred setters, 
whose delicate organization is apt to be peculiarly sensitive to all 
impressions of alarm. In fact, what I consider a well-trained 
dog, Is oue that works, not from any sense of fear, but rather 
from an eagerness to do anything to please whom he most loves, 
that is, his muster. , 

Perhaps it may not be amiss for me, while speaking of training, 
to Bay here, with what pleasure I observed in your paper the other 
day, that those two well-known gentlemen “Kit Kitlbird" and 
“Sand Snipe” were preparing a wurk on training dogs which they 
happily term “Dog Paths to Success.” Oue of the authors is 
personally known to me, and surely, if experience is a good 
teucher, no one is better fitted than he to teach every man how to 
train his dog, whether It be high-bred or hgbr'ul. Hope that you 
will pardon this praise of a friend, which appears, perhaps, Boine- 
wliat out of place. Honks.

Common sense, 
justice and morality polut this out as an equitable adjustment 
of the question at Issue, and we trust that In every State we 
will see such a provision made. It Is Important that the sports¬ 
men, who are no corporals guard, take the matter In hand and 
push It to a result lit HIV!r various legislatures. We are aaare

very shallow, containing In most places only two or three feet of 
water, but with mud unsouudable. At last the tub Is made fast 
to four stout stakes driven Into the mud, and secured by cords of 
esparto rope. When the puesto Is made fast, the boatmen order 
their man tu, and, having craftily placed sedge and reeds all 
round, with the decoys In position, leave him In the grey dawu to 
his reflection or cigarette. 

A word about these fetimen. Their whole life Is, in some way 
or other, passed in the fever-breeding rice fields, sometimes work¬ 
ing up to their knees In mud at plough, at others at the rice har¬ 
vest and its transport by water carriage as far as practicable, fill¬ 
ing tip their Intervals of time by fishing und attending sportsmen. 
Although the Vulenclan climate Is probably unequalled for bright 
blue skies, Its weather and fertility belug simply perfection, let 
no man Incautiously expose himself to the suu’a rays, with after¬ 
wards a chill lu these marshes. If he will not take warning from 
the musqultoes, let him, at any rate, have quinine at hand; assur¬ 
edly he will need it. Even these fenmen, inured as oue would 
think they are to the miasma, all suffer more or less. 

For birds, I believe that ill their season but few species leave 
the lake unvisited. The flamingo is an institution there. I can 
only name four kinds of fish: tench, dace, eels, and one locally 
called “llolmrru.” 

At daylight nearly every little battery had opened its -fire, but 
the day’s work was generally most unsatisfactory. Tills was, iu 
a great measure, due to ihe large number, comparatively, of crip¬ 
ples escaping lu the rough water, no dogs being allowed. 

By midday I had only managed to get four to my gun; but the 
had sport that day was general. On landing, I met a man who 
shoots professionally for the holder of No. 2 puesto. Besides his 
advantage In choice of place, he la reputed the best shot here, 
lie only had eight. On good days he does havoc with the wild 
fowl such as Col. Hawker would have appreciated. , 

Seeing that the shots had almost everywhere ceased, I decided 
to return before it should blow harder. Already the wind had 
covered the lake with wavelets two feet high. In a well-found 
and well-handled boat at sea I am not a nervous man, but I con¬ 
fess that the punt inspired some few qualms—flat-bottomed, in¬ 
nocent of ballast, with a large lateen sail and sheet made fast. 
My men, however knew their work; one steering with an oar, 
the other, King Christian-like; “stood at the lofty-mast,” where, 
with halyard in hand, he regulated matters to a nicety. 

On returning to the Saler, I found many shots, each telling his 
adventures, and every bird had a history. “Puneta!” As we 
found our "tartaua” awaiting us, we made but a short 6tay for 
lunch, and then back to town by dusk.— Lbmosin in London 
Field. 


Shooting at Canlou, Mo. 

Canton, Mo., Jan. 4, 1878. 

Editok Chicago Field.:— For a great number of years this 
locality was one of the best for game on the Mississippi river. 
My acquaintance with this locality and its game extends as far 
hack as 1858. 

On the opposite side of the river from this village, in Illinois, 
is a vast tract of overflowed lands with its almost innumerable 
lakes and ponds, the principal growth or timber being pin oak, 
which produced yearly an immense amount of food, of which 
ducks are so particularly fond. When they first came in the Fall 
they would feed on the acorns that had fallen in the edge of the 
I<oiid8 and overflowed lands.and later you would find them march¬ 
ing by tens of thousands through the timber, gathering up the 
acorns with as much relish and twice as much noise as the same 
number of hogs. One could hear them for miles, and so eager 
were they for their food they paid but little or no attention to 
the hunter until they were tired into; and then frequently only 
those nearest would take flight, circle around for a while, and 
light only a short distance from where they first arose. Then 
they were counted Bj* the hundred, Instead of as now by the 
brace. This was in the days of muzzle-loaders. Had Scott, 
Purdy, Greener, Lefever and many other celebrated make of guns 
been as commonly In use then as at the present day, the slaughter 
would have been immense. 

Geese were also very plentiful, but not so easily brought to 
bag. They frequented the corn and wheat fields during the day, 
und roosted in the larger lakes at night. Numbers were shot 
during their flight mornings and evenings by concealing oneself 
in the wlUowsor high grass along the border of the lake, which 
put them at. fair range as they went out aod came in. They were 
very destructive to crops, frequently destroying large fields of 
corn and wheat. Then the farmer (now granger) would come to 
town for you in his buggy, aud Insist on taking you borne with 
him for a week's rare sport, goose and chicken shooting. 1 no¬ 
ticed only a few days since, while passing some of the farms, no¬ 
tices stuck up “No shooting allowed on this farm; no trespass¬ 
ing," etc., etc. 

I recollect of going out on the 14th day of November, 1863, 
arriving at a corn field, which had been cut and shocked and 
planted with wheat, a little before daybreak. I went to the 
centre of the field oil an elevated portion of ground, knowing 
that geese always settle when they have a commanding view, 
aud fixed a splendid blind out of a corn shock and waited their 
coining. I did not have long to wait. As it grew light enough 
I could see a long line of them pointed directly to the field, and 
soon they were iuside of it; and then for a reconnoitre. Aftav 
circling around and becoming satisfied of no danger, they com¬ 
menced settling near me. Bang! bang! 1 found myself fiat on 
iny baek outside of the shock of corn, and but one goose down. 
A large pointer dog being concealed in front of me in the shock 
of corn had at the first discharge become anxious to know what 
was going on outside. After throwing him back in the blind 
and using a few pet words I fell to loading. On they came; 
now a double, then a single, and at times a clear miss, or a 
cripple. Thus I kept shooting until half-past nine, aud when 
gathered I had twenty-nine. The next question was how to get 
them to town, having only a small, single buggy. A moment’s 
reflection and I commenced stowing away, lashing them to the 
back of the seat and to the hind axletree, and when loaded pre¬ 
sented a novel appearance. 

Of late years geese and ducks have taken a more westerly 
flight; yet wc have fair shooting and very many respectable bogs 
are made of ducks and geese, which are yet with us, and have 
afforded considerable sport for the past few weeks, as many as 
seven geese falling to one gun during the morning’s flight. 

Quails have not been as plentiful as the indications promised 
during hatching time, yet they are in sufficient quantities to 
afford considerable sport. In looking over my memorandum for 
December I find that 216 quails have fallen to my favorite Scott, 
to say nothing of other game. Mac. 


A New Method of Def,r Hunting. —Omaha, Neb., Jan. 3, 
1878 .—Editor Chicago Field :—The Christmas number of the 
Chicago Field is just at band, and is truly a grand and Inter¬ 
esting number. ’The Chicago Field Is the favorite sporting 
journal with Omaha sportsmen. 

Tin* weather with ub so far this winter has been exceptionally 
mild, that Is to say, It has not been cold. We have had no snow 
to speak of, but on the contrary, frequent light rains, and from 
the 17th to the 22nd of December, dense fogs, something most 


uncommon with us, and particularly at this season of the year. 
The roads have been almost a continuous stream of mud, but are 
now improving, the weather being comparatively clear, and 
colder. 

Sporting notes at this seasou are generally “few and far be¬ 
tween.” On Christmas day a few of our sportsmen met at 
Luke’s addition for a “sociable” at the trap; the day was raw 
and chilly with a moderate north wind, aud a small bou-fi-e was 
required for Hie comfort of the shooters. Altogether the circum¬ 
stances were so "uncongenial'’ that the shoot did not last loug, 
consequently I do not send the score. 

Following Is the number of deer killed In this vicinity this sea- 
sou. Omaha hunters: S. B. Hathaway and Henry Dean, 6; 

Ge.o. T. lloaglainl, 2; N. Elliott, 2;-Shephard, 1; H. Haines, 

1; L. Leeder, 1. Florence liuutors: Thomas Price, 2; Lyman 
Saum, 1; David Mcaks, 3; Shipley Bros., 4; John Scott, 1. 
Total, 24. All, with tile exception of one killed by Mr. Hoag- 
laud, were killed above Florence and within ten to fifteen miles 
from Omaha. I think that I am correct iu these facts, as my In¬ 
formant is reliable. 

About two weeks ago two saloon keepers of tills city (for short, 
wo will call them “Morris and Shep”) arranged for a deer hunt 
north of Florence. They are not generally noted for the amount 
of game they usually bring to bag, but on this trip they proposed, 
if such a tiling was possible, to get a deer. Passiug through 
Florence they spied a doe iu possession of the village butcher. 
Here was an excellent opportunity to cover all accidents. The 
butcher was immediately tackled for a bargain; (he paid $3.50 
for the doe) his price was $12, which was agreed to, the purchase 
quickly made and our hunters again moved forward. At Mill 
creek ttie doe was removed from their conveyance, placed in a 
convenient position, aud one of our bold huoters “took aim” 
with his shot gun, aud shot a hole through the carcass where the 
rifle ball had penetrated when it was killed. In good season 
they returned to the city; in the evening paper it was announced 
that "Morris aud Shop” had killed a doe, and it was served with 
great ado at the place of business of one of them in honor of the 
event.

Charleston Notes. —Charleston, 8. C., Dec. 31, ’77 .—Editor 
Chicago Field :—Wc looked forward to an unusually pleasant 
time on ChrlBtmaa, and made preperatlone for throe dayB In the 
country. As the banks closed on Monday the 24th, no business 
was done on that day and clerks and business men generally left 
the city on Saturday the 23rd, oacli telling his friends of the 
wonderful bag which was to reward him for his trip after the 
birds or deer. Bad weather wo have looked forward to, on each 
holiday, and by Saturday night our fears were realized; the rain 
had set in and promised to last longer than our limited leave of 
absence, which promise was kept to the letter, as not a gleam of 
sunshine brightened the Christmas of 1877. The weather natur¬ 
ally Interfered very seriously with shooting, and but small bags 
were made. Your correspondent who has “grown up with tile 
birds” hunted with poor success, finding partridges scarce aud 
made but a small bag, viz. 14. Other parties were but little 
more successful; forty partridges and one deer to four guns, aud 
with a party of seven, who hunted on Monday and Tuesday, two 
deer and one fox. * All complain of the weather, and many do 
not realize that it proved au admirable friend inasmuch as they 
can brag of what they would have doue, had It been fair. I notice 
that we always hear of the number of birds bagged, but we rarely 
hear the proportion to the number of shots. 

The meeting of the South Carolina Jockey Club which takes 
place in February is the only topic of interest iu the sporting cir¬ 
cles. Several horses have arrived and are lu training, among 
them a South Carolina colt which the boys propose backing with 
perfect confidence in his success; Ills dam was a Boston mare, 
and his sire, Gaberlunzie.

friends got the adjectives somewhat mixed! Surely, “200 pel¬ 
lets” is not only “good,” but very good indeed ; aud when we re¬ 
member that, under what most of us now consider the old regime , 
the beet maker in the mirld failed to produce a gun of that power, 
the “goodness” of the200 pellets is apparent. 

Pape’6 gun, the wluuer in the London Field trial of 1866—that 
maker having also been the winner in the trials of 1858-9—made 
a pattern of bat about 130 pellets, aud, speaking ’after the mau- 
ner of men,’ Pape's winner and others were “good” guns. 

Iu the Turf, Field and Farm trial, N. Y., 1873, of fourteen 
12-gauge guns, paper shells, the average pattern was but 148 
pellets; aud of tweuty-eight gunB, paper shells—and fourteen of 
these gum were 10 -bores —the average pattern was but 118. By 
the way, our friend “F. G. S.” entered in that trial a “Crane” 
ten-bore, which gave a pattern of 107. The Col., like qthers of 
us, will hardly import more “Cranes.” 

The average of the T. F. <fc A’ trial would not have readied 
the figure It did but for the preg&nce In said trial of a number of 
guns more or less “choked." 

Coming, now, to “choke-bores” It may be asserted that almost 
none of the “modified” gunswillgiveus the “good” round figure 
refered to, the “full choke” being required if one wishes a pat¬ 
tern higher thau say 180 pellets. From this pattern—30-inch 
circle, at 40 yards, of course—one can now get his gun maker to 
give him up to say 240 with heavy 12-bores, with English 6’s or 
American 7’s. But to produce tills pattern the conditions must 
be the most favorable, else your extra big pattern will not be 
had. In the celebrated Field trial of 1875, in class 11, 12-gauge 
guns, on the second day—a typical day,—considering pattern 
only, Greener got 199; Pape, 182; Baker, 176; Green, 171; and 
Rigby, 183. These are the higher scores, Tolley, Holland, Gates, 
Reilly and Dougall, noble makers, shooting on the first day, all 
falling below the figures just given. Gates, whom I met last Fall 
In San Francisco—where he seems to be making friends and rep¬ 
utation—got, in above trial 149. “Veteran,” of St. Paul, comes 
out in a late letter vouchsafing the information that he has owned 
39 fine guns, and has ordered his fortieth; that he does not care 
to keep a gun—his guns, he particularly tells us, are of the finest 
—over one year. A year Indeed! Goto. It is a refinement of 
cruelty. Make a man keep the same gun a whole year! Let him 
have a new gun each month regularly. Why should he be denied 
such a simple luxury as a 45 or a 60-gulnea guu with each recur¬ 
ring month! “Git a plenty while you’re gittin’,” good “Veteran.”

'71, in the month of August. I was in company with Mr. Geo. 
Hill, of Omaha, near Arlington Grove, Bhootiug doves. When 
near a cornfield Old Bounce brought up stiff and staunch, and to 
my surprise, up went a woodcock, and was nicely brought to bag; 
and In a short time ten more were keeping company with the 
first. I then called at the race track. I think it wa6 run by M. 
E. Tanery at that time, and Ids man Friday being quite a sport 
from Kentucky,ill talking of woodcocks said there was not one in 
Nebraska; he had lived there eleven years, and lie would set them 
up if I could show him a woodcock. Judge his surprise when I 
laid eleven tine fellows on the bar; he acknowledged the corn and 
set up the rye. The next day Mr. Tnnery, Mr. Majors, who I 
think then kept the Sherman House, and several others, bogged 
a fine lot In the Bame meadow; ami during my stay of two 
months in Omaha I shot over 300 woodcocks, within a few miles 
of Arlington Grove, over my Irish and Lavcrack dog Bounce, 
which 1 afterwards sold to Mat Harris, of Omaha.

I 'non as viator canlablt. ante ladro (we) nem, yet, at the risk of 
raising an orthographic storm which might tempt me to wish 1 had 
never written a line regarding him or his family, I cannot help 
taking exception to your reply, In your really grand Christmas 
number, to “H,” of Omaha, as to the plural of our mutual friend, 
scolopax, or snipe. 

Nothing that I know of but local custom, evidently impugned 
by query, can sanction such an innovation on accepted, and long 
established sporting parlance, as the addition of the letter “s” in 
speaking of snipe as a plurality. 

I have shot snipe In the midst of many English speaking com¬ 
munities, but, till I came to America, where the question is 
evidently a new, and, I hope, still open one, never heard of even 
fifty couple as being aught but “snipe;” and as, on the post tene- 
bras lux principle, your dictum is likely to be in the future con¬ 
sidered here as authoritative on the point. I am loth to allow 
your ruling to become final without protest. 

Grammarians, would, no doubt, give your flat a full endorse¬ 
ment, but the custom of many years. If not centuries, legitimizes 
the expressions, brace of quail, grouse or duck; and usage makes 
It as correct to speak of fifty couple of snipe, as of ten head of 
deer, or a dozen sheep. 

Speaking of quail as captives, or In any light but that of com¬ 
ponent parts of a bag, it might tie aa right to call them quails as 
quallj although when alluding to them brought to bag, the final 
“s” la, even iu their case, I believe, inaccurate In the ears of a 
sportsman, but I do not think that even that much can be claimed 
for snipe, either In the couple or the wisp.

Shooting From a Lightning Train. —Our Virginia, Nevada, 
correspondent, “Pills,” Bends us the following: “La6t Saturday 
evening Tom Clark, engineer of the lightning express train of 
the the Virginia 8c Trockee Railroad, when making the trip be¬ 
tween this city and Reno, overtook three deer on the track a 
short distance north of Steamboat Springs. Two of them leaped 
the board fence alongside of the road and made their escape. 
The third, a fine two-year-old buck, concluded to try a race with 
the locomotive. Clark instructed his fireman to follow him up, 
while he himself went back to the express car for a shot gun, which 
was loaded with buckshot, with which lie took up a position on 
the tender and waited for the locomotive to overtake Mr. Deer. 
After a race of 300 yards the locomotive came up alongside of 
the buck, when Clark poured into him a charge of buckshot 
which badly crippled him in the shoulders. Porter Rockwell, the 
express messenger, turned loose on the deer with another shot 
gun from the express car, and when he came in range, conductor 
Ed Verrill fired from the baggage car with a Winchester rifle. 
The deer, unable to 6tand up under such a heavy fire, gave up 
the ghost, and was taken on board the train.

After Grayling. 

Wosso, Mich., Jan. 5, 1878. 

EiirroR Chicago Field; —My brother and myself were fortu¬ 
nate enough to “get away together,” at the invitation of our 
frieud Lewis, to spend a few days on the Manistee after grayling, 
and after the usual preparations, found ourselves one fine morn¬ 
ing. aboard the cars bound for Fife lake, a small village on the 
line of the G. R. & I. railroad. Lewis met us at the depot and 
we were soon pulling across the lake, having transferred our 
equipments to a sea-wortby but unwieldy row-boat. The lake is 
about five miles in circumference, and dotted with several small 
islands. The beach is a fine gravel and the shores bordered with 
white pine and hemlock. Pickerel and bass are found here. Lewis 
lauded us at bis bouse, ou the opposite shore from the depot, and 
we were soon discussing the prospects for sport over veuison 
steak, be having killed a deer the day before, lu anticipation of 
our coming (as we supposed), but he said it was with the positive 
knowledge of our abnormal appetites. He Informed us that 
business would detain him the next day but that we could employ 
ourselves to advantage huntiog turkeys, as two large flocks had 
been seen in a tract of beech timber about three miles cast, and 
could probably be found there, as no other feeding ground was 
near. It was au unusual circumstance, as he had lived here seven 
years aud never had seen turkeys before this Fall. I carrb d, on 
this occasion, a favorite muzzle-loading rifle and shotgun, as we 
had anticipated an occasional shot at deer, and not much bird 
sport, and a very acceptable companion it proved. At day-break 
we were off, having received minute directions as to the course 
to be taken. We followed a chain of small lakes until the beech 
timber was reached, having seen beaver signs all the way. In a 
small creek that empties into one of the lakes, we saw some bea¬ 
ver pens or traps, constructed by the Indians, which, if not effica¬ 
cious as traps, we thought decidedly original. They were made 
by driving poles about fivo inches in diameter, closely together 
into the bottom of the creek, at an angle so that a square opening 
was left at the top about six feet across, while at the bottom the 
pen was only two feet squat •>. The top was not covered. A trap 
door was made below the surface, of the water, which worked on 
the “figure four” principle; the bait being inside. Mr. Lewis 
informed us that these traps worked well when visited daily. 

Having reached the beech timber, our pointer was 
induced to the rear, and we followed the beech ridge some two 
miles without having seen a sign, when the dog was sent on to 
relieve the monotony. Reaching some underbrush on the margin 
of a swamp, Ben pointed finely. (We called him Benjamin for 
short). My brother killed two partridges that got up, and I was 
preparing for a shot when the ominous cluck of a turkey was 
heard. We rushed out of the brush into an old disused lumber 
road, and saw two turkeys running down the road: A shot was 
fired to scatter the flock, and they scattered Ingloriously; a ma¬ 
jority of them going across the swamp. We separated and com¬ 
menced calling. I bad called but twice, when three of the flock 
stepped out into the road, one of which was secured with the rifle 
barrel aud one of the other two, as they arose with the shot. The 
last was found with both wings and one leg broken, which indicated 
some power in the gun as number six shot was used; the distance 
being about eight rods. I called again, and soon heard a young 
one coining In great haste, piping as if full of anxiety to see the 
leading female of the flock. However, the female he so anxiously 
sought, more circumspect than her offspring, had stolen a sly 
march ou me and suddenly alarmed at my proximity, rose and 
<^tew dirqctly over my bead; she was treated to a dose of number 
six, and fell dead. My luckiest shot was next made. As I 
stepped into the lumber road to signal my brother, (Ike) a turkey 
was seen running diagonally across the road some 25 rods dis¬ 
tant. I fired the rifle barrel hastily, and upon coming 
up, fouud his throat cut as cleverly as If done 

with a knife. The neck was not broken—probably paralysed. 
So frantically did he try to free himself after being picked up 
that both leg bones were broken close to my hand, the skin alone 


holding “him. Ike now came up, but being dissatlsfled with tho 
small one he had killed, went across the swamp, and soon there 
was a regular cannonade going on. I was satisfied and lay down, 
but a young gobbler of rather an Inquisitive turn of mind in¬ 
sisted ou beiug placed with his four comrades. Lute in the 
afternoon Ike returned, having udded three to- his score; and as 
we were leaving the woods he killed a young one quite dead, 
twelve rods distant with number six, whereupon we “shook” and 
called it a “good scratch.” This was our best score on turkeys, 
having killed ten that averaged eleven pounds each, and wo 
hoped never again to have an opportunity to do as well, fearing 
we might not resist the temptatiou to slaughter. We reached 
home at dark, much the worse for wear, and hud it not beeu for 
a small amount of “Harmonlznr," which we had luckily taken to 
induce our lugging feet to greater exertions, Itbink it doubtful if 
we would have reached the kindly shelter of Lewis’ friendly cabin 
that night. 

Next morning before the “tears of lilght” had been kissed from 
the browning herbage by “King Sol,” we were rattling along an 
old “tote” road on our way to the forks of the Manistee. Boat 
and everything In the line of camp supplies had beeu loaded into 
a substantial lumlier wagon from which we derived all the spring 
the axles afforded. As the front and back end of the wagon al¬ 
ternated at an angle of 45 degrees continually, the spring of the 
axles was by no means Inconsiderable, and we frequently relieved 
our aching sides by walking. The distance was 18 miles through 
a country as finely timbered with maple aud beech as we had 
ever seen. The river being very crooked at this point we were to 
be treated to a 40-mile run ou its dashing waters to regain our 
starting place. We camped that night at the forks, and the next 
morning hade adieu to tile jolly Briton who had escorted us hither, 
aud who had enlivened the scones around the camp fire the pre¬ 
vious night by his rollicking songs aud “Bocaccian" anecdotes. 

Lumbermen at the camps near by informed us that the fishing 
was better above the forks than below, but we had no way of get¬ 
ting higher up as the waters are too rapid to pole a boat up with 
any degree of satisfaction. If a longer run is desired on this 
beautiful stream the sportsmen cau take the J. L. A 8. branch of 
the Michigan Central R. R., get off at Grayling, where the rail¬ 
road crosses the Au Snuhle river, aud draw his boat eight miles 
across the country to the Manistee, This Is as high up as the 
the river is navigable, the River Improvement Co. not having 
cleared it further. The river Is free or nearly so from logs in 
the months of May and Juue. A few “jams” will perhaps be 
encountered, but the “sweet" outweighs the “bitter" on this 
stream. A party from Fort Wayne, Ind., caught over 1,000 gray¬ 
ling in making the run down from the point last Indicated; but 
I fear if I continue to tell what other people have caught here 
you will all want to come next year, and in that event it 1 b pos¬ 
sible that all would not do so well us the party from Fort Wayne; 
but if a lover of the beautiful in nature, come here, and I con¬ 
tend that the true sportsman of all men most keenly appreciates 
God’s sunlight and primitive forests, he will not go away dissat¬ 
isfied. We were three days in running our forty miles, and 
caught in the neighborhood of 200 grayling, usually fishing from 
the boat as it was running down the stream. Trout flies aud 
worms were used for halt; worms were preferred when fishing in 
the pools, We lost several flies aud hooks, as the current was 
often so strong that the boat could not be stopped. At one 
place where a small stream empties into the river, making a deep, 
eddying pool, we caught forty in as many minutes. Lewis shot 
a fine specimen of what is rccoguized here as the spruce part¬ 
ridge, and Ike added fourducks to the score. A singulai looking 
bird kept us company one afternoon, flying from bend to bend 
as we desceuded the stream, keeping about seventy rods in ad¬ 
vance of the boat, and always alighting on the highest trees on 
the bluffs. It resembled a large coal-black turkey, except that' 
it* head appeared white. The neck was too long for a vulture, 
and the body too large, although the flight was much the same. 
Neither could we admit It to bo the bald eagle. Two shots were 
fired at him in hopes of gaining an interview, but be declined. 
Not being versed in ornithology we arc still in the dark as to 
what it was. One deer aud a bear were seen on the downward 
trip, but unfortunately we were away from the boat on both oc¬ 
casions and without our guns. A shot from my revolver helped 
to increase Bruin’s pace; the boys said it was a line shot, but just 
eighty-seven feet over. Lewis caught one fish on the trip weigh¬ 
ing two pounds, which he denominated a siapper. It recalled to 
mind the story of the editor who when commenting on a recent 
fishing excursiou said he caught some clappers. A contemporary 
not being familiar with the word slappers ventured to compare 
it thus: Positive, siapper; comparative, whopper; superlative, 
sockdolager. 

It was in the Fall of 186- that we made the trip herein de¬ 
scribed, before we had tasted the gall of life, and when graylings 
were comparatively unknown in this country. Laws rightfully 
protect them now, and which I never have broken to my knowl¬ 
edge. Although I have run down this stream repeatedly since 
then, and often caught a larger number of fish than at that time 
I never have enjoyed myself so well as on that first trip. But, 
Mr. Editor, we at wage enjoy these trips, and when opportunity 
offers shall repeat them ; ten fish per day will be sufficient induce¬ 
ment Now we are home, fighting the old but ever new fight for 
this world's drossy goods, but in memory we are often descend¬ 
ing the rapids and gliding through the silent pools of the Man- 
iBtee. May her pure waters never be adulterated by the garbage 
of civilization, nor the silvery grayling driven from her eddies.

Mbbtino or N. R. A. Directors.— The Board of Directors of the 
National Rifle Association, at their regular monthly meeting Jan. 2nd, 
afternoon, after the usual routine business, learned that elnce the last 
meeting invitations had been sent out to life members asking them to 
attend the annual meeting cf the association, which takes place on the 
night of the 8th lost., in the Seventh Regiment armory. The range 
committee reported progress in the repairs of slight damage which the 
baits had suffered daring tbe past season’s firings. The committee also 
reported against reducing the salary of the range superintendent. Au 
objection was raised to the above report, on tbe score of its being merely 
a verba) one. 

The special committee on by-laws reported by reading a lengthy doc¬ 
ument bearing on tbe subject. This paper was drawn up in accordance 
with the spirit of a resolution adopted at the last meetlug by a vole of 
five members, in virtue of which they assumed tbe responsibility of 
declaring In force the code of bylaws under which tbe National UiBe 
Association has worked elnce its organization. Among other thing* 
tbejbylaws confer honorary directorships on the general commanding toe 
United States army, department commanders of the army, the superin¬ 
tendent of West Point Military Academy, chief of the Ordinance De 
pertinent. U. S. A.; tbe adjutants general of the different slates aud 
territories throughout the Union, aud the presidents of such stale rklle 
associations as may have affiliated with the National Rifle Association. 
It was resolved to give these additional honorary directors the right of 
voting on tho genera) regulations of the association ; the rules governing 
rifle practice and some mutters connected with International matches. 
The following life members, nil of this city, were elected:— Messrs Paul 
Cullenden, William Marrow, Austen Rough, M. K. Deagan aud Charley 
Wilkins. Tbe treasurer was ordered to pay Mr. Lamb, a member of 
the American team of 1877, the sum of $200. There being only $26 on 
band the treasurer wanted to know bow this mnuey and that for current 
expenses was to be raised. This question the Board agreed to leave for 
tbe incoming Board, which Is to be organized next week. The meeting 
then adjourned._ 

English and Ambiiican Shooting - Colonel Peel’s able and elabor¬ 
ate report, savs tbe Volunteer Service Gazette, enables us, we think, to 
form a very distinct idea as to tbe causes of the unvarying success of 
Lbe American teams iu international matches, and points out, at least 
tbe main lines on which any system of team shooting ought to be con 
strucied. We say “auy system,” for we have little doubt that the or¬ 
ganization found practicable and successful In America for “any rifle'’ 
teams might be easily adapted to those for tbe ruder military weapons, 
and would be found to give equally good results. It Is quite clear that 
tbe Americans, coming fresh to the work a few years since, bad the per 
splcacity to grasp at once the principle that success in team shooting 
might be boat secured by harmony of action—iu other words, by cn 
trusting one man with the real command of the shooting, and in super* 
adding continnous uud systematic and collective practice. On tblo Hide 
of the Atlantic we have generally been satisfied to bring the best shots 
we could muster together, and to permit each man to snoot very much 
according to hie own judgment. It is now evident that the Americans 
never bring a team to tbe target lu au Important match which has uot 
been trained on a very different plan. In ract, It seems as if tbeir teams 
bore more analogy to artillery detnehments than to our squads of rifle 
men. The rifles lu an American team are, if not all of one pattern, at 
least sighted exactly alike, so that, assuming the shooting men to be 
steady “holders,” the captain or coach can direct the “laying” of each 
rifle almost os he would that of a 40-pouuder Armstrong. Borne dls- 
cretlon mast, of course, be left to tbe shooter himself to deal with sud¬ 
den puffs of wind, or changes of light, bnt, on tbe whole, the evidence 
is overwhelming that “drill” tells in team shooting, aud that better ag¬ 
gregate ecores ore mode when it la Intelligently applied thou when even 
tbe most accomplished marksmen nr© left to tbeir own devices.
